Battle With Attack -on

LONDON, Oct. 3 (AP).—Royal 
Air Force bombers kept a round- 
the-clock assault on Germany’s 
war machine rolling last night 
with a strong smash at the Rhine- 
land which started many fires only 
a few hours after United States 
Flying Fortresses bested Nazi air 
defenders by shooting down 13 
Focke-Wulf 190s in a raid on 
Northern France. 

The British communique did not 
specify the targets of last night’s 
raid, but it reported that “a strong 
force” took part. 


Seven British bombers failed to 
return, indicating an attacking 
force of perhaps 150 planes on the 
basis of previous averages.

Krefeld Raided, Nazis Say. 


Today’s German high command 
communique reported that the R. 
A. F.’s main target was Krefeld, 
a large center of textile and heavy 
industries. Casualties among ci- 
villians and damage to buildings 
were admitted by Berlin. It was 
the twenty-first attack of the war 
on Krefeld, last raided on Aug. 11. 

The British attack on Germany 
was tite second in as many nights, 
following up an assault on the big 
Nazi submarine building yards at 
Flensburg. 

Swarms of American and Allied 
fighter planes went along on the 
Fortress rgid and shot down five 
of the Nazis’ new Focke-Wulf 
fighters—thus .bringing yesterday’s 
bag to 18 enemy aircraft.

Days for Rent Control 


Unit in U. S. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 3 (AP).— 
Price Administrator Leon Hender- 
son today put an emergency price 
ceiling over virtually all food items 
not previously controlled, and an- 
nounced that within a few days ac- 
tion would be taken to initiate rent 
control over every residence and 
dwelling uuit in the country. 

By the move, coming within two 
hours after the presidential anti- 
inflation directives, Henderson in- 
creased from about 60 per cent to 
a full 90 per cent the Government’s 
control over the food budget of the 
average family, and acted to ex- 
tend rent ceilings over new areas 
embracing about 80,000,000 people. 

The emergency food ceiling, ef- 
fective Monday, will last for 60 
days and will cover retailers, 
wholesalers and processors. It 
“freezes” at the highest level of 
the- last five 
throrugh Oct. 2—each individual 
dealer’s maximum prices on these 
food items: 

Butter, cheese, eggs, poultry, 
flour, dry onions, potatoes, fresh 
and canned citrus fruits and juices, 
dry edible beans, evaporated and 
condensed milk, cornmeal and mut- 
ton. 

As the score stands, the only im- 
portant foodstuffs still exempt 
from price control are fresh fruits 
and vegetables (except potatoes, 
dry onions and citrus fruits), fresh 
fish and peanuts—all of a seasonal 
nature and expected shortly to be 
brought under special price orders. 

By the time the 60-day freeze ex- 
pires, the Office of Price Adminis- 
tration expects to issue permanent 
price céilings which in many, if 
not all, cases will actually reduce 
the prices of the grocery items 
covered, 

“Prices of some uncontrolled 
foods have been running wild,” the 
price administrator noted. “We 
have now curbed them. We shall 
therefore look into the matter of 
setting some of them back to a 
more norma] relationship with the 
rest of the food field.”

‘Fortress Forced Down in Wilds, 
Men Save It, Return 17 Days Late 


SOMEWHERE IN NEW GUI- 
NEA, Oct. 2 (Delayed), (AP). — 
Four bearded and tattered United 
States Army airmen—17 days late 
in returning from a bombing mis- 
sion—came back out of the wilds 
of New Guinea today and brought 
with them their $250,000 Flying 
Fortress, 

Stepping out of .the big plane, 
stripped of everythi but the 
bare essentials for flying, the air- 
men, after an enthusiastic wel- 
come, told a story of marshaling 
500 native men, women and chil 
dren to help save their ship.

President ‘Certain’ Stabilization of Living 


Costs Will Aid in ‘Bringing War to 
Successful Conclusion.’

The President, last night, imme- 
diately after signing the anti-infla- 
tion bill passed by Congress yes- 
terday, instructed Price Adminis- 
trator Henderson to fix rent ceil- 
ings throughout the entire United 
States in all areas, city and rural 
alike. A copy of this letter to the 
Price Administrator is attached. 

He also issued instructions to 
the Price Administrator to place 


cultural commodities which were 
exempt under the original Emer- 
gency Price Control Act but which 
are no longer exempt under the 
statute passed yesterday.

He knows the economic 
problems of this country, whether 
they concern labor, the farmer, the 
consumer, the small retail store or 
the manufacturer, I would never 
have asked him to resign from the 
Supreme Court were it not for the 
fact that this job is one of the 
most important positions in this 
country. I know the American 
people can be sure that in keeping 
down the cost of living he will be 
fair to everyone. 

“This position calls primarily for 
judicial consideration. The organ- 
ization will be small, because the 
administrative action will be car- 
ried out by the existing agencies. 

“Justice Byrnes’ patriotic action 
in accepting this appointment de- 
serves the praise and commenda- 
tion of all our citizens.” 


The President today addressed 
two letters to Leon Henderson, Ad- 
ministrator, Office of Price Admin- 
istration, the texts of which follow:

000 after the payment. of taxes, 
although the order said regula- 
tions should make due allowance 
for payments on life insurance 
premiums on policies heretofore 
issued, and for payments on fixed 
obligations heretofore incurred, as 
well as make provision to “prevent 
undue hardship.” 
While the order left much to 
the discretion of Byrnes on this 
point, an authority close to the 
President said he did not believe 
present salaries which amount to 
more than $25,000 after payment 
of taxes would be affected by this 
clause.

NELSON DENIES STORY 
He PLANS 10 QUIT 


“Ill Fight to Keep This Job,” 
He Replies to Columnist — 
Pearson. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 3 (AP).— 
Chairman Donald M. Nelson of the 
War Production Board, replying to 
statements by Columnist Drew 
Pearson that he would soon yield 
his control over war production, 
said yesterday that until he saw 
“someone come along who can do 
it better, I'll fight to keep this job 
as hard as D. M. Nelson tan fight.” 

“T haven’t seen anyone yet who 
can do it better,” he added with a 
smile. 

Pearson had said that Nelson’s 
departure on a contemplated trip 
to England soon would mark “the 
actual, if not the nominal, end of 
his reign over war industry.” On 
virtually every point in the article 
to which reporters drew his attén- 
tion, Nelson gave a flat, emphatic 
denial. 

To the columnist’s statement 
that Nelson had appointed Ferdi- 
nand Eberstadt, former head of 
the Army-Navy Munitions Board, 
to the post of WJB vice-chairman 
only as a concession to the Army, 
Nelson retorted sharply. 

“The only concession made was 
a concession to good sense.” 

He denied that Bernard Baruch 
had advised him that he must 
make a concession to the Army, 
and with equad emphasis denied 
that he had had to be pushed by 
President Roosevelt to appoint 
Charles E. Wilson, president of the 
General Electric Co., to another 
WPB vice-chairmanship. 


MRS. ROOSEVELT LISTS WAYS 
TO AID WOMEN IN WAR PLANTS 


SAN FRANCISCO, Oct. 2 (AP). 
— Speedy organization of com- 
munity services was recommended 
by Mrs. Franklin D. Roosevelt yes- 
terday in an interview as the best 
means of getting large numbers of 
women into war industries quickly. 

She said an officer at a large 
Southern California aircraft plant 
she visited recently was one of 
several who asked her “why can’t 
we get more women into these jobs 
right away?” 

“When I told him I thought it 
was because there has been no 
mobilization of community serv- 
ices, he asked me what I meant,” 
she continued. “People sometimes 
forget that women have had jobs 
at home and still have them.” 

They can’t leave their home jobs, 
she pointed out, until they can get 
substitute ways of getting the work 
done, She said many day nur- 
series are springing up, but not 
much has been said about com- 
munity laundries, family restau- 
rants with home meal prices, and 
registration agencies where 4 
working woman could find some- 
one to stay with a sick child. 

“There should be restaurants 
where a whole family could get 
breakfast and lunch at the same 
cost they could have it at home,” 
she said, “and where a woman 
could order in the morning a par- 
tially prepared meal to take home 
at night, so that she could put it 
on the table in a few minutes after

NEW R.A.F. FIGHTER, 
TYPHOON, IS SAID TO 
SURPASS SPITFIRE 


Designed by Developer of the 
Hurricane—Still On 
Secret List. 


LONDON, Oct. 3 (AP).—Sydney 
Camm, designer of the famous 
Hurricane fighting plane has fa- 
thered another fighter, the Ty- 
phoon, which is pictured as su- 
perior even to the celebrated Spit- 
fire. 

The Typhoon is reported to be 
a decisive answer to Germany’s 
bid for air superiority in the 
Focke-Wulf 190, the only Axis 
plane which has presented a seri- 
ous challenge to the Spitfire. 

The Typhoon, a single-engined 
plane unofficially credited, like the 
Spitfire, with,a speed of more than 
400 miles an hour, is still on the 
secret list. Its existence was men- 
tioned publicly for the first time 
last April, but the extent of its 
production and use by the R. A. F. 
is still unknown. In the last few. 
weeks, however, there has been in- 
creasing talk about it. 

Camm is understood to have de- 
signed the Typhoon in 1937. Con- 
struction started even before the 
2400-horsepower Sabre engines, 
with which it is powered, had their 
final test. 

The Typhoon is armed with ma- 
chineguns and cannon and is said 
to have amazing climbing ability. 
It is believed the plane which Air- 
craft Production Minister Llewellin 
referred to in Parliament last July 
when he said: : 

“There are two new German 
planes, but we know a great deal 
about them. Our newest plane now 
coming into production is better at 
nearly every height and is good 
at any.”

View of Nelson—Pre- 
paring Report on Farm 
Labor Needs. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 3 (AP.).— 
Drafting a report of their findings 
in a six-month inVestigation of 
the farm situation, members of the 
House Agriculture Committee were 
inclined to disagree today with 
testimony by Donald M. Nelson, 


War Production Board chairman, 
that there will be no food short- 
age in this country. : 
Chairman Fulmer (Dem.), South 
Carolina, said he had discussed 
the situation with other commit- 
tee members, and all were con- 
vinced that there “absolutely will 
be a food shortage in the near fu- 
ture unless something is done 
about the inability of farmers to 
get labor and equipment to pro- 
duce enough food for the United 
Nations.” 

“This committee is cognizant of. 
the fact that wars are won with 
men and military equipment,” he. 
added, “But men can’t fight with 
the best of equipment if they don’t 
have enough to eat. And workers 
can’t produce war equipment if 
they don’t have enough food. It’s 
time we recognized that fact and 
did something about it.” 

Nelson, testifying yesterday as 
the committee’s last witness, stuck 
to a statement he made at the 
American Legion convention last 
month in Kansas City to the effect 
that there would be no food short- 


age. 
While it may become necessary 
to discontinue the production of 
“luxury” foods for the duration, 
Nelson said, “I say definitely there 
will be enough food to eat.” 
Nelson told committee members 
they were wrong in thinking that 
WPB looked upon farm needs as 
secondary. He said a suggestion 
for lengthening the industrial work 
week to conserve manpower was 
worthy of serious study, and rec- 
ommended “centralization” of va- 
rious governmental agencies inter- 
ested in the food program. 
Fulmer said the committee prob- 
ably would make public its find- 
ings next week and possibly might — 
recommend enactment of legisla- | 
tion to meet the growning manpo 
er shortage. He did not know, h 
said, what form the legislation 
could take, but some members have 
favored national service legisia- 
tion to make every able-bodied 
person work or fight. 


Wickard Says Lot of Farmer Will 
Seem “Harder Than Now.” 

TYLERTOWN, Miss., Oct. 3 
(AP).—Secretary of Agriculture 
Wickard said here today that agri- 
culture in wartime must be limited 
to “producing only the farm prod- 
ucts that are absolutely essential” 
and predicted a time “when the lot 
of farmers will seem hard—much 
harder than it is now.” 

Opening a food-for-freedom har- 
vest observance program here, 
Wickard said that the 1942 farm 
production might not be exceeded 
for years, great though the need, 
and that future production might 
not be sufficient for all needs at 
home and abroad. 

“We must increase our reserves 
of food,” he said. “The wartime re- 
quirements of American food will 
continue to grow larger. Next 
year we will need a farm produc- 
tion even greater than this year’s. 
I must tell you, though, that I am 
not at all sure that total produc- 
tion will be even as large. This 
year of 1942 may stand as a record 
for a long time. 

“More farmers and farmers’ sons 
will be going into the armed forces 
and munition factories. Hired la- 
bor will be harder to get for the 
same reason. More machinery will 
wear out, and so will more farm 
trucks and automobiles. Fertilizers 
and other materials will become 
harder to get. Farmers cannot al- 
ways count on the remarkable 
yields of recent years. 

“The difficulties are tremendous, 
I don’t know if farmers can keep 
turning out enough food for aur 
troops, our Allies and our people 
here at home, | 

“Our only hope lies in one direc- 
tion—in harnessing all of-our re- 
sources to the task of producing 
only the farm products that are 
absolutely essential. It is a hard 
way—you cannot fight and win a 
global war by taking it easy. I 
can't say for certain that even the 
hard way will enable us to win all 
the battles on the food front.” 


Budget Bureau Approves Million 
for Farm Labor Transport. 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 3 (AP).— 
Senator Wallgren (Dem.), Wash- 
ington, said yesterday the Budget 
Bureau had informed him the 
President had approved allocation 
of a million dollars from his emer-

Series Teams 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 3 (AP).— 
The New York Yankees and the 
St. Louis Cardinals should have no 
trouble getting back to St. Louis 
next week—if the fortunes of 
baseball extend the world series 
beyond five games—on regularly 
scheduled trains, the Office of De- 
fense. Transportation said today. 

The only restriction imposed on 
the ball clubs by: ODT’s recent 
time table freezing order is the 
ban against chartering entire cars 
for the teams. 

Any appeal for relaxation of this 
rule would have to be made by 
the railroad on which the teams 
chose to travel, ODT officials who 
declined use of their names said, 
and no such appeal has been re- 
ceived yet. 

Simplest solution would be for 
the team’s secretaries merely to 
apply for the necessary number of 
upper and lower berths, and there 
would be no government objec- 
tion if this meant the addition of 
three, four or five cars to a regu- 
larly scheduled train, the ODT 
spokesmen said. Any seats left 
over, however, probably would be 
filled with other travelers. 

Even if the addition of a sec- 
ond section to a regular train 
were required to carry the ath- 
letes, ODT under its order would 
interpose no objection if the train 
had run added sections 20 per 
cent of the time in the last 90 
days.

There was some doubt about 
George Kurowski’s ability to play, 
but his arm, injured in the impor- 
tant third base play that saved the 
second game, was not bothering 
him, so he took his place at third 
for the Redbirds. Walker Cooper, 
who reported a heavy chest cold 
on the train, said he was much 
improved. 

With the clubs all even after the 
Yankees took the first game, 7 to 
4, and the Cardinals won the sec- 
ond, 4 to 3, the series could end 
here if either team could win 
three straight, which of course is 
considered highly. improbable.

Industry Awaits Order) 


for Million-a-Month Pro- 


gram—To Be Put in V 


Rationing Stock. 


DETROIT, Oct. 3 (AP). — Tire 
manufacturers soon will begin vol- 
ume production of automobile 
tires made almost wholly of re- 
claimed rubber. As soon as formal 
authorization is given from Wash- 
ington, they will start a program 
which contemplates the production 
of one million such tires a month. 

Part of the program designed to 
keep essential civilian transporta- 
tion going, the new tires will be 
added to the rationing pool. 
will be obtainable only on ration- 
ing board certification of need. Ac- 
cording to industry authorities who 
decline to be quoted directly, this 
emphatically does not mean “tires 
for everybody.” 

In normal times, 30 million cas- 
ings are required each year for re- 
placement purposes alone. 

For 10,000 Miles. 

The emergency tires are de- 
signed, as an industry expert put it, 
to “take care of the essential work- 
er who has three usable casings 
and hasn’t been able to get a 


fourth, and they will contain in ex⸗ 


cess of 99 per cent of reclaimed 
rubber. They will provide approxi- 
mately 10,000 miles of service at a 
speed of not more than 35 miles 
an hour. : , 

With the increasing requirements 
of the armed services for natural 
and synthetic rubber, trade au- 
thorities point out, essential civi- 
lian needs will have to be met by 
reclaimed rubber casings and 
stocks of used tires frozen in deal- 
ers’ hands this week. : 

_ Although the first reclaimed rub- 
ber tire was announced last 
December by Firestone Tire & Rub- 
ber Co., the industry has been con- 
ducting experiments in its manu- 
facture for about two years. Pro- 
duction was halted soon after Fire- 
stone’s announcement, but the in- 
dustry now is prepared to swing 
into the million-casings-a-month 
schedule virtually overnight, re- 
quiring only a part of its existing 
facilities. 

50,000 Tons of Scrap. 

Already in the scrap piles of the 
tire companies at Akron, O., avail- 
able for a start on the new pro- 
gram, are 50,000 tons of casings, 
tubes and other old rubber articles. 
Much of it was collected in the re- 
cent nation-wide rubber salvage 
drive. 

Without the response to that 
campaign, trade experts assert, the 
present undertaking would hardly 
have been possible. If the pro- 
gram is to be sustained, they add, 
a continued intensive salvage oper- 
ation must be maintained. 

“We used to take only first class 
scrap,” one rubber authority re- 
marked. “Now we need and accept 
every type of scrap, including what 
the industry calls ‘household’ scrap, 
door mats and such items that have 
a high percentage of foreign mat- 
ter but some precious rubber.” 


Goodrich Head Predicts U. S. Will 
Have Enough Synthetic Rubber. . 
ITHACA, N. Y., Oct. 3 (AP).— 
Americans will have “enough syn- 
thetic rubber in time, and not too 
much, too late,” a rubber company 
executive said today, adding, “We 
can all help by the utmost conser- 
vation of rubber now in use.” 
John L. Collyer, president of B. F. 
Goodrich Co., in an address at the 
dedication of Cornell University’s 
Hall of Chemical Engineering, said 
“we must now ‘bull through’ the 
gigantic synthetic rubber program 
with all possible spee. I am con- 
fident that given the necessary 
structural materials, we will have 
enough synthetic rubber in time.” 
The new Chemical Engineering 
Building is named Olin Hall in 
honor of its donor, Franklin W. 
Olin, a Cornell graduate of 1886 
and President of Western Car- 
tridge Co., Alton Ill. He partici- 
pated in the dedication ceremonies.

MUSICANS’ UNION BARS 
WAR BOND BROADCAST 


Stops Frequency Modulation 
Program for Which Quartet 
Offered Services. 


NEW YORK, Oct. 3 (AP).—Ob- 
jections by the American Federa- 
tion of Musicians (AFL) have 
forced the war savings staff of 
the Treasury Department to aban- 
don the presentation of specially 
prepared musical programs over a 
network of frequency modulation 
radio stations, it was disclosed 
yesterday. 

Local 802 of the union disap- 
proved a Treasury pian to accept 
the offer of the Perole String 
Quartet to play free of charge on 
the ground that the F. M. stations 
did not use any musicians on a 
regular basis.

William Feinberg, secretary of 
the local, said the union told the 
Treasury the quartet could volun- 
teer to play over any station it 
chose providing the station ordi- 
narily employed some musicians. 

Feinberg added that if the 
Treasury’s request were granted, 
it would: be possible for a station 
never to hire musicians regularly 
and still offer the best of musical 
programs through the participa- 
tion and interest of the Govern- 
ment. : 

It is understood Treasury offi- 
cials have transferred the concert 
series to WQRX, a standard fre- 
quency station.

The Office of Price Administration 
ruled today that homes with young 
children will get more heating fuel 
than with none. 

The OPA said that household- 
ers with children under four years 
of age would get supplemental oil 
rations ranging from 50 to 125 gal- 
lons, depending upon the zone. The 
extra amount allotted is far the 
entire winter season, 

The supplementary allowance is 
intended to be a safeguard for the 
health of children and would per- 
mit the raising of temperatures in 
insulated buildings from 65 de- 
grees, the basic figure, to about 70. 

The supplemental allowance 
would permit raising the tempera- 
ture “in the space that must be 
occupied by children” but not nec- 
essarily in the whole house. 

The allowances for the four 
zones will be: Zone A, 125 gallons; 
Zone B, 100; Zone C, 75, and Zone 
D, 50. Zone A includes the most 
northerly and coldest sections of 
the rationed area, The other zones 
have warmer climates. | 

Householders must register 
their needs, in the presence of chil- 
dren under four. The size of the 
house does not matter. 

Additional fuel will be permitted 
for sick or elderly persons if a doc- 
tor, certifies the need. 

OPA. officials reiterated, how- 
ever, that additional fuel oil will 
not go to those who could easily 
have converted to coal. 

The War Production Board an- 
nounced that no specific authoriza- 
tion would be required for con- 
struction begun Jan. 1 to insulate 
buildings with non-metallic ma- 
terial sso that fuel may be con- 
served, 

Materials and equipment that 
may be installed include weather 
stripping, storm windows and 
doors, and air cell pipe coverings, 
but the order provided that no rub- 
ber, cork or metal, other than 
fasteners, may be used.

$10,000 HIDDEN 
BY RICH RECLUSE 


EUREKA, fil, Oct. 8 (AP).— 
Henry W. Onnen, 65-year-old 
wealthy recluse, often voiced his 
mistrust in banks; his scorn for 
courts, judges and lawyers.

CHROMIUM, for instance, was 


Placed in 1938 as one of the four 


minerals indispensable to national 
defense and in the first class of 
priority restrictions. It is the es- 
sential additive to iron to make 
stainless steel. The continuous Ger- 
man threats against Turkey are 
partly due to the large deposits of 
chromium there, 

Chromium has found use in elec- 
tro-plating, pigment manufacture, 
tanning, lithography, blueprint pro- 
duction, wallpapers, linoleum and 
matches, Chromium as a metal car- 
ries no hazard for poisoning under 
any circumstances, but chromic 
acid and its derivatives do. They 
affect the skin, where chronic ul- 
cers called “chrome holes” occur; 
also on the eyes, the nose and the 
bronchial tubes. 

Prevention of this sort of poison- 
ing in industry is effected by per- 
sonal protection of the worker, by 
exhaust systems, and more and 
more by the substitution of non- 
toxic salts of chromium. 

Cadmium is another meta] of 
quite recent importance in indus- 
try. It is used in the production 
of bearing metals, chiefly for gas- 
oline engines, for plating, in the 
manufacture of paints and in al- 
loys other than bearing alloys.

ITS DUST MAY be inhaled by 
industrial workers, causing various 
degrees of bronchial irritation. 
Swallowing small amounts leads to 
chronic dyspepsia and malnutrition. 
Several epidemics of cadmium poi- 
soning have been reported, from 
the use of ice cubes made in elec- 
tric refrigerator trays. This ex- 
perience has led to the abandon- 
ment of any use of cadmium in 
cooking utensils or ice trays, or 
what was once contemplated, cad- 
mium foil for wrapping foods.

T. D., Chicago, Ill.: If one suf- 
fered with chronic bronchitis and 
almost continuous coughs and colds 
for some years and then developed 
sinus trouble, would, in your opin- 
ion, this sinus infection be brought 
about as a result of the long-stand- 
ing chronic bronchitis? 


Answer: The chances are, in my 
opinion, that the bronchitis and the 
frequent coughs and colds were 
symptoms of the sinus infection. 
The sinus infection might easily 
not have been recognized as such; 
people who have sinus trouble do 
not complain in the early stage of 
the disease of the nose so much as 
they do of frequent recurrent colds.

file of sugarless dessert rec- 

ipes. Of course custard pie 
doesn’t take a great lot of sugar 
anyway, but replacing the sugar 
with honey does more than just 
spare your sugar ration; it also 
gives the custard filling a brand- 
new, delicate, delicious flavor. Just 
remember that when you add hon- 
ey instead of sugar, you add a lit- 
tle liquid too, so any honey cus- 
tard requires a little more egg in 
proportion: to the milk than does 
a sugar custard—four eggs rather 
than three, to three cups of milk. 
This increases the food value of 
the custard, too. 


Custard Pie. 

Plain pastry for single crust, 
four eggs, one-half cup honey, one- 
fourth teaspoon salt, three cups 
milk, scalded; three-eighths tea- 
spoon grated nutmeg. 

Roll pastry a little less than one- 
eighth inch thick and fit carefully 
into an eight-inch pie plate, Trim 
and flute edges; do not prick. Beat 
eggs slightly, just enough to mix 
yolks and whites; add honey and 
salt.

The diamond king was opened 
and the low diamond continued, 
East winning and then playing a 
third round. Declarer did not 
make the mistake of ruffing and 
thereby either running into an over~- 
ruff or (by ruffing high) establish- 
ing a club trick for West. In- 
stead, he made East a present of 
the third diamond trick, discarding 
his sure spade loser. East now 
shifted to spades—the best defense. 
Declarer’s blank ace won and the 
club suit was run off. Finally, all 
hands were reduced to three cards. 
Declarer’s were the Q-5 of hearts 
and one trump. West held on to 
the spade king and the K-9 of 
hearts. Dummy had the spade 10 
and the A-10 of hearts. East’s 
cards at this point were inconse- 
quential. Declarer now led the 
last trump, and West was squeezed 
unmercifully. To give up the spade 
king was merely to establish dum- 
my’s 10 spot. Hence, West had to 
blank his heart king. This, how- 
ever, was equally satisfactory to 
declarer. Dummy’s spade 10 was 
discarded and declarer then led 
the five of hearts. West’s blank 
king was smothered by the ace and 
declarer’s heart queen accounted 
for the fulfilling trick. 

It must be observed that the de- 
fenders were completely helpless in 
this matter. The squeeze play, so 
ably operated by declarer, made 
any line of defense fruitless.

“The Battle of Waterloo Was Won 
Here.” 


They say that Wellington, while 
watching a cricket match on the 
playing field at Eton, some years 
Lafter the Little Corporal and his 
cohorts were sent kiting from that 
famous battlefield in Belgium, re- 
marked: “The battle of Water- 
loo was won here.” 

Now, the burden of proof rests 
heavily on anybody who attempts 
to establish that the Etonians 
were effected or even represented 
to any great extent at Waterloo.

30,000 Englishmen participated in 
the battle that wrote finis to the 
career of history’s most bally- 
hooed Corsican.
